Eprrors ApPEaL—]1 wish to trouble you
one more tlme, to cffer a plea In behslf of the
preachers of the different denominations and pro-
test agalnst the public sentiment which forces them
to sacTfice thelr Hves uselessly, as they have been
doing from the commencement of yellow-fever in
Grepada nnd slsewhere up to the present time, 1
am aware that It 15 expeclted of them In tlmes of
trouldle and sickneass that they devole their Uime
and sarvices to thelr congregallons and friends, and
under onlinarn clreumsiances, it Is right ard noth-
ing but their duty to do so. But under the prosent
clreumstances, it 18 nothine less than throwlng
away thelr llves uselessly. The yellow lever of this
year, from Its commencement, has béan of the most
fatsl character, and, as a general rule, exposure to
its Influencs has resulted In a contraction of the dis-
ense, W few days of intense suffering and death In
most cases the ultimate result. Why then should
they be foreed by publle sentiment Lo place them-
#¢ lves In such a perilous situation when they can ao-
complish so little good? Should any of
them b: so fortunate as to recover from
such an attack after a lngering convales-
eence, they come from their chambers mere shadows,
broken both 'n health and spirits. Grant for angu-
ment's sake that In & few Instances ther may afford
spiritual consolation to a few of thelr friends in their
last moments, Such Instances are so few that that
does pol compensate for the loss of S0 many good
and faltbful mivisters. From the information that
I havs been able 10 get aboutl this disease, [ am of
the opinlon that in most of the cases the cnset 1S 80
violent and the suffering 50 great, that they are not
In a condition to feel the ImporLance of the advice and
consolation offered to them by their spiritual advisers;
and the last few hours or days of thelr existence
violent delirfum intervenes and renders them Incapa-
ble ¢f profiting by any spiritusl advice that may be
offered them. Woen an epldemic commences in any
locality of a fatal charscter It spesks In trampet
tones to ull concerned that theie Is danger und
death in every breeze, and warns them to set thelr
housss In order and prepare to meet its dangers with
entire eomw posure, The curistian, If he has lived as
he should, 18 always ready to dle; and, if he will for
a4 momegt retflect, he will at once see the danger that
his pastor will be exposad to In  visit) him under
sucii clreumstances, and will, before his reason 1s
dethroned, excuse him., On the other hand, if a
man has Hved In outbreaking sln and open rebel-
Hlon agalost his Maker, thera 18 but little confidence
{0 be placed In any profession of reilgion he may
mike ona dylcg bed. So, In eliher event, the results
are so meager that It seems o me almost usaless,
fndead It = cruelty for publle sentimant to forve a
good man to expose himself to almost certaln death.
1 commenced this letter with the remark that 1
wished to enter a plea In behall of the preachers
who are expected by the public to offer themselves
as a sacrifiee to Lhe fearful epldemic which 1< raging
in 0 many places; and that ples Is, that aach one
shiould e allowed to Jjudge for himself after a
calm und mature reflection, unblased by pub-
lic sentiment, whether it 1s hls duty to go to the re-
1el of uls suffering (r.ends, then, let him do so, of
his pown free will and accont.

Dr. Langdon A, Cheves.

Savannah News: We regrel deeply to announce the
death from vellow-féever In  Memphis, on
Wednesday, of Dr. Langdon A. Cheves. of this elty,
who was one of the first 20 respond to the call of dis-
tress from the safileted clty. The Information of
this sad event was recelved through a private tele-
gram sent by Dr. M'Fariand, and 1s also given In our
assoclated press disp telies.  Dr. Cheves entered the
Virginis military institute, Lexington, Virgini , In
the summer of 15889, and gradual with distinetion
in July, 1878, HIs high moral characler, elevated
sense of honor and gentlemanly eourtesy, com-
manded the respect and alfection of the faculty and
his fellow cadeis, He was exceedinely modest and
gulet in bls demeanor, of strong will and marked
charueteristies, which were strepglhened and con
firmed by his miiltary education. On his return o
Savannah he studied medielre in the office of Dr.
T.d Charlton for several years, and then left for
Baltimore city, where he entered the medical college,
and gradusted with honor in March lnst, and conse-
quently took an extra course of leclures In
thiat eity. On returning again to Savannab, he at
once entered upon his profession, with the promise
of a brililant future, when the summons for assisl-
anece from the pl stricken elty of Memphis In-
duced him Lo abandon his own Intérest and hasten
to the reilef of distressed humanity, 1n whilrh noble
canse e hus fallen n martrr.  Dr. Cheves was about
twenty-four years of age, was u grandson of Hon,
wangdon Cheves, president of the United States
bank, and son of .‘olonel Langdon Cheves, who was
killed at Battery Wagner, Morris Island, in 1803,
His father was & lange and suceessful rice planter
und a civil engineer of considerable note. He leaves
a mother and two slsters, Mrs. Charles N. West, now
residing In Baltimore, and Mrs Gllbert A. Wilkins,
He was first cousla of Judge Haskell, of the supreme
couri of South Carolina, and of Captain J, C. .-
k1, of Savanusah, and s relative by marrlsge of
Governor Magrath, who married his aunt. He was
in Savannsh during tt e epldemic of 15748, and ren-
dered eflicient and zealous servica during that terrl-
ble perlod. belng himself stricken down In the
midst of his gosoi work., In the formation of his
fudividual character he s emed Lo keep constantly
In mind the supreme law of truth and probity, and
WaS ln every respect a high-toned, honorable gentie-
man, useful eltizen, o physician of rare promise,
and a devoted son. Hls sad deathi will be deeply la-
mented by a large circle of friends and relatives,
